been pending before the Florida legls- 
^ature passed the house of represen- 
'tatlves, last Thursday. It had already 
been acted upon favorably by the 
senate.

Smugglers and Fugitive* 


Gantlet on Holland 


M*ny Shot, but Germane He*ltat* t 


Fire Over Line for Fear of Neu- 


trality Violation—Lacerated 


In Wire Maze. 


Bergen-op-Zoom, Holland. — Dutch 


soldiers under arms stand at interval 
along the Dutch-Belgian frontier nea 
here, keen observers of the movement 
of the Germans in devastated Belgium 
The Dutchmen, themselves not at war 
live through at least some of the ex 
citement of actual fighting, for in th 
stillness reigning over the peacefu 
agricultural districts about here the 
can hear from time to time the roar o 
cannon from the direction of Zee- 
brugge. Also they are often witnesse 
of the chase by German troops o 
young Belgians making a dash for th 
frontier in an effort to get to Hollan 
and thence across the channel to Flan 
ders to join the Belgian army i: 
Flanders. 


The German sentries just over th 


river separating the two countrie 
never cease their vigilant lookout to 
these young fellows and have take 
many precautions to prevent their 
crossing the line. Bushes have bee 
cut down and obstacles in the way o 
a clear view of the landscape hav 
been removed. Barbed wire entangl> 
ments have been erected for man 
yards. 


Tet the young Belgians dare every 


thing. They crawl beneath the wire 
In the night and with luck manage i 
many cases to get through at the ex 
pense of torn clothing and flesh. Then 
however, there is the open space be- 
fore the frontier to pass. This is close- 
ly guarded by German landsturm 
troops, but the Belgians often try t 
cover it in a desperate dash under th 
fire of the sentries. Many of them 
succeed, for the Germans take goo 
care not to Ore in the direction of th 
frontier, as they would thus run th 
risk of shooting the Dutch sentinels 01 
the other side of the line and in thi 
way committing a breach of neutrality 


Once within Dutch territory the Be 


glan youths are free. As they are no 
yet soldiers, they cannot be internet 
and most of them make their way tc 
a port for shipment across the channel 


The Dutch troops on other parts o 


the frontier have to keep a sharp look 
out for smugglers of contraband from 
their own territory Into Germany 
These smugglers, because of the rich 
profits in case of success, are daring 
and risky and do not hesitate to us< 
violence against their own country 
men. 


Gasoline and horses are the mos 


profitable to the smugglers. The for- 
mer brings at least treble its former 
price. Sound horses of any age fetch 
extraordinary prices from the Ger- 
mans, anything up to $500 being pai< 
for draft horses. 


All roads leading to the frontier are 


closed to traffic. Directly on the bor- 
der line at wide intervals stand single 
sentries with their loaded rifles resting 
beneath their arms. About 200 yards 
farther back is a second line of sent! 
nets and behind these some distance 
in the rear are pickets of a dozen men, 
each with a noncommissioned officer 


The smugglers naturally keep to 


Bide paths or go across country. In 
case they should be seen by the pick 
ets they are at once arrested and their 
loads confiscated. 


Often, however, at night they suc- 


ceed In passing through the gaps be- 
tween the pickets. Then their prog 
ress becomes more difficult and their 
presence is often discovered by the 
Forward lines of sentries, who fire ll 
the smugglers, as sometimes happens, 
make a dash to reach the German 
lines. Occasionally the chase is lively 
and gives rise to a rapid fusillade 
which in many cases proves fatal to 
:he smugglers.

Tt is here the captain sleeps, eats, 


•writes and gives and receives his or- 
ders. It is here that, through the em- 
brasure which overlooks the plain, he 
constantly surveys the little wood to 
the left, and, in the distance, those 
narrow lines of yellow earu, the 
enemy's trenches. It is from this cave 
that he regulates the firing of the 
French batteries so that their shells 
will hit the real uenches filled with. 
men, not the counterfeit ones which 
are masses of earth. 


A narrow, zigzag passage connects 


the small hut with the first line 
trenches. Three or four times a day 
the captain splashes through It. In 
spite of the trunks of trees, with 
which the bottom is covered, the Wet 
clay is slippery.

and dirties himself as they do?

"I was sent for. To place several 


sentinels there would be all right but, 
on the other hand, for these three 
deaths we were determined to exact 
payment from the slayer, who prob- 
a1>ly would not dare attack two or 
three men at a time. 


Refuse to Let Captain (Jo. 


"I listened, then said I would go ai 


sentinel 
Not one of the men vol- 


unteered. 
They looked at one an- 


other searchlngly. 
It was evident 


they did not wish me to risk my life. 
Finally they must have cast lots. 


"Chance selected a sergeant He 


departed at night I had a search- 
light let up, ready to operate, so that 
he should have light and assistance 
at the slightest attack. He surround- 
ed himself with a wire netting, mount- 
ed on small stakes to which bells 
were attached. Our lines were a Ut- 
tie way back of It. This was how he 
discovered the 'boche,' who had prob- 
ably arrived by a fox track, prepar- 
ing his way during the day, and, 
when all was ready, cutting the 
throats of our sentinels. 


"Next day his cap was raffled off, 


which Is never permissible, but there 
are times when a rule may be In-

nothing," he said. "The 75 is a good 
cannon, but it was created too exclu- 
sively for direct Bring. In fact, in 
this war, where one has to hit men 
hidden behind obstacles, it is of little 
use. What is needed is a means of 
throwing projectiles which, after de- 
scribing a widely curved trajectory, 
will fall on the heads of the occupants 
of the trenches, without first striking 
the trench walls. 


"That is why we have bomb slln- 


gers, which do not carry farther than 
200 or 300 yards at most, and the how- 
itzers and mortar pieces, which must 
not be confused with the cannon. The 
cannon are long and narrow and al- 
most horizontal when firing. The 
howitzers, which flre at angles of 
more than 30 degrees, and the mortar 
pieces, which at even greater angles 
fire heavy projectiles loaded with 
enormous explosives intended to crush 
such things as cupolas of forts, are 
short and massive and stand almost' 
vertically. 


Why Some Guns Are Short. 


"By the way, do you know the rea- 


son for the difference in the lengths 
of artillery pieces' For Instance, the 
305-millimeter Austrian howitzer, a' 
very short gun, flres a greater charge 
of powder than the French marine 
gun of equal caliber, which is 12 
yards long?" 


I had never tried to find the reason 


of this difference. 


"And 
yet it is very simple," the 


lieutenant said. "The marine gun is 
designed to flre the shell at its maxi- 
mum speed, so the combustion of the 
powder must be complete before the 
projectile leaves the barrel. This re- 
quires a traction of a second, during 
which the shell covers exactly 12 
yards—the length of the piece. This 
will give you an idea of how difficult 
it is to make the exact calculations 
necessary In the operating of these de- 
structive machines. Thus, when the 
combustion Is complete, the pressure 
developed by the gases is also maxi- 
mum. 
AS a long trajectory is not re- 


quired of the howitzer and mortar 
piece, it Is not necessary to have a 
barrel of this length, which is Incon- 
venient. 


Surprise Ahead for Germans. 


"The largest mortar,' as you know, 


Is the famous 42-centimeter. The 
huge guns of this caliber bave all the 
same drawback; they are difficult to 
handle. It is almost useless to think 
of transporting them by anything but 
rail. 


"And I may tell you, we have no 


longer any reason to envy the Ger- 
mans. Right now, in Prance, we have 
achieved the construction ol mortar 
pieces still more powerful, which, (or 
our adversaries, will be a cruel reve- 
lation the day they are brought out 
ready to flre." 


As the officer did not wish to tell 


me more on this subject. I spoke to 
him again ot his life In the trenches, 
and he humorously related-how, on 
the parapet facing the enemy, his sol- 
diers had planted radishes, which 
grew very well. 


"Come and pay ut a visit" he said, 


"and you can gather them under the 
nosea of the 'bodies.' And you will 
see that the presence of the Germans 
gives them a very special flavor."

WAR DEPARTMENT 


NOT FAVORABLE TO 


REOPENING INLET 


From W. B. Ladue, major, corps of 


engineers, Jacksonville, comes the 
following 
announcement 
regarding 


the proposed inlet at Sebastian, St. 
Lucie county: 


"The petition presented to the sec- 


retary of war by certain citizens of 
St Lucie county and others, praying 
for permission to cut an inlet chan- 
nel to connect Indian river with the 
Atlantic ocean near the town of Se- 
bastian in St. Lucie county, Fla., to-

from 


parties favoring, and others opposing 
the plan, having been carefully con- 
sidered by the war department, I am 
directed by the chief of engineers, 
17. S. army, to advise that under 
date of May 10, 1815, the assistant 
secretary of war approved the recom- 
mendation of the chief ot engineers in 
the matter, aa follows: 


" 'This particular project has been 


carefully investigated by the district 
engineer officer, who finds that while

that if damage should occur there 
will be no ready means of undoing 
the work of repairing the injurlou' 
results. On this ground, which is suf 
ficient in itself, but strengthened by 
the opposition of a considerable por- 
tion of local business interests, he 
recommends that the application be 
definitely denied, and I concur in this 
recommendation. 


"All interested parties will there 


fore take notice that permit for the 
construction of the proposed inlet at 
this locality Is denied by the war 
department', and that the construction 
of such an inlet, without permission 
of the war department, is unlawful."

C Florida's New Liquor Law 


The Davis liquor-regulation bill, 


which was passed by the upper and 
lower houses of the Florida legisla- 
ture, Thursday of this week, and now 
awaits Governor Trammell's 
signa- 


ture, is a serious blow to the liquor 
interests of the state, and is gener- 
ally regarded by prohibitionists as 
the next best thing, to making the 
traffic wholly Illegal. A copy of the 
original Davit bill, which was adopted 
without amendment, follows: 


Section 1. That no intoxicating li- 


quors, wines or beer shall be sold, in 
counties where the sale of the same 
is allowed by law, in less quantities 
than one-half of a pint and no one 
shall sell any liquors, wines or beer 
that are not contained in secure! 
sealed receptacles. 
. Sec. 2. That no person who is 
dealer in intoxicating liquors, wine 
or beer shall sell or furnish any in 
toxicating liquors, wines or beer i 
any quantity to an habitual drunkar 
personally known to him, of whos 
intemperate habits such person ha 
been notified in writing 
protestin 


against the selling or furnishing o 
such intoxicating liquors, 
wines 


beer, by the wife, father, mother 
brother or sister of such drunkard. 


Sec. 3. That no person who is 


dealer in intoxicating liquors, wine 
or beer, by himself or another, sha 
sell or cause to be sold or furnlshe 
or permit any person in his emplo 
to sell or furnish any minor, female 
or any person who is at the time in 
toxicated or drunk, intoxicating In 
uor, wine or beer, in any quantity. 


Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawfa 


for any person keeping or carryin 
on, either by himself or another, 
place 
where 
intoxicating liquor: 


wines or beer are sold by retail c 
wholesale to employ a minor or £e 
male in his place of business. 


Sec. 5. That it shall be unlawfu 


for any person to sell intoxicatin 
liquors, wines or beer, between th 
hours of 7:00 o'clock p. m., and 7:0 
o clock a. m. 


Sec. 6. That it shall be unlawfu 


for any person to sell intoxicatin 
liquors, wines or beer on Sunday, o 
on general, special or primary days 
either state, county or municipal. 


Sec. 7. That no dealer in intoxlcat 


ing liquors, wines or beer shall him 
self drink, consume or give away an: 
intoxicating liquor, wine or beer, ii 
any quantity on the premises wher 
such liquor, wine or beer is sold, no 
shall he permit or suffer any assis 
ant, servant, employe, purchaser o 
any person whomsoever to drink, con 
sume or give away any intoxicating 
[iquor, wine or beer on such premis 
es, nor shall he provide any othe 
premises with the intent to defeat the 
policy of this act. 


Sec. 8. That no gates, doors, win 


dows or openings of any kind shal 
connect the place of business of an; 
dealer in intoxicating liquors, wines 
or beer with any house or lot so as 
to permit ingress into or egress oui 
of such house or 
lot 
from or Into 


such place of business; that no blinds 
or screens, chairs, settees or benches 
or tables shall be set up or used in 
such place of business; that no music 
al, vaudeville or other 
attractions 


shall be permitted in such place o: 
business; that no game or games 
shall be permitted to be carried on 
n such place of business, nor shall 
any loitering be allowed therein; that 
no obscene or sensuous picture or 
itatuary shall be displayed in any 
iuch place of business; that through- 
>ut the night a light er lights shall 
>e kept burning in such place of bus- 
ness, and no doors, blinds, curtains, 
hades, screens or other things shall 
!>e allowed to prevent persons on the 
utslde ot such place of business from 
eeing inside thereof at all hours of 
lie day and night and it shall be the 
uty of the proprietor of such place 
f business to see that this section 
s complied with. 


Sec. 9. That no retail dealer shall 


rust, or give credit to any person or 
ersons whomsoever for Intoxicating 
quors, wines or beer, and for a viola- 
Ion of the provisions of this section 
o debt or demand for intoxicating 
quors, wlnet or beer shell be en- 
orced in a court of law. 


Sec. 10. That it shall be unlawful 


o sell, dispose of or distribute, or 
eep for sale, disposal or distribu- 
on any meals, provisions or food of 
ny kind whatsoever in any room or 
lace of butinest where intoxicating 
quora are sold or kept for gale. 
Sec. 11. That intoxicating llquoag, 
Inet or beer shall not be told or ex- 
loted for sale in any room of any 
ullding the floor of which room shall 


more than three feet above or be- 


w the tldewnlk Immediately In front 
f mich room, or in the abeence of 
uch sidewalk, the floor of inch room 
tall not be more than three feet 
bove or below the (round. 
Sec. 12. In thl* act, unleu the con- 
st otherwise require*, "perton" In- 
ndes a body of persons whether in- 
orporated or not. 
Sec. IS. That any person violating 


any of the foregoing provisions ot 


this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon 
conviction 


thereof, his license shall be forfeited 
and he shall be fined not more than 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) or 
Imprisoned in the county Jail not ex- 
ceeding twelve (12) months. 


Sec. 14. That this act is not in- 


tended to repeal any existing law in 
reference to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, wines or beer, unless In con- 
flict herewith, but chapter 6516 of the 
laws of 1913 and all other laws hi 
conflict herewith, are hereby repeal- 
ed. 


Sec. 15. That this act shall tak 


effect at midnight of the 
night o 


September 30. A. D. 1915.

SAURY OF CRIMINAL 


COURT JUDGE BIGGER 


The judicial salary bill which had 


been pending before the Florida legis- 
lature passed the house of represen 
'tatives, last Thursday. It had already 
been acted upon favorably by the 
senate. 


One of the features of the judicial 


salary bill Is a provision increasing 
the pay of the judge of the criminal 
court of Volusla county from $1,000 
per annum to $1,500 per annum. The 
Orange county Judge's pay was also 
raised to $1,500. 


Under the new act supreme court 


justices are to receive $5,000 each 
year. Circuit court justices will get 
$4,600 and $4,300 respectively.

Smugglers and Fugitive* Run 


Gantlet on Holland 


Many Shot, but G«rm*m Hesitate to 


Fli» Over Line for Fear of Neu- 


trality Violation—Lacerated 


In Wire Maze. 


Bergen-op-Zoom, Holland. — Dutch 


soldiers under arms stand at intervale 
along the Dutch-Belgian frontier near 
here, keen observers of the movements 
of the Germans In devastated Belgium. 
The Dutchmen, themselves not at war, 
lire through at least some of the ex- 
citement at actual fighting, for in the 
stillness reigning over the peaceful 
agricultural districts about here they 
can hear from time to time the roar of 
cannon from the direction of Zee- 
brugge. Also they are often witnesses 
of the chase by German troops of 
young Belgians making a dash for the 
frontier in an effort to get to Holland 
and thence across the channel to Flan- 
ders to join the Belgian army in 
Flanders. 


The German gentries just over the 


river separating the two countries 
never cease their vigilant looKout for 
these young fellows and have taken 
many precautions to prevent their 
crossing the line, Bushes have beer 
cut down and obstacles in the way of 
a clear view of the landscape have 
been removed. Barbed wire entangle- 
ments have been erected for man] 
yards. 


Tet the young Belgians dare every 


thing. They crawl beneath the wire 
In the night and with luck manage in 
many cases to get through at the ex 
pense of torn clothing and flesh. Then 
however, there is the open space be- 
fore the frontier to pass. This Is close- 
ly guarded by German landsturm 
troops, but the Belgians often try to 
cover it In a desperate dash under the 
fire of the sentries. Many of them 
succeed, for the Germans take gooi 
care not to Ore in the direction of the 
frontier, as they would thus run the 
risk of shooting the Dutch sentinels on 
the other side of the line and in this 
way committing a breach of neutrality 


Once within Dutch territory the Bel 


glan youths are free. As they are no 
yet soldiers, they cannot be Interned 
and most of them make their way to 
a port for shipment across the channel 


The Dutch troops on other parts o 


the frontier have to keep a sharp look 
out for smugglers of contraband from 
their own territory Into Germany 
These smugglers, because of the rich 
profits In case of success, are daring 
and risky and do not hesitate to use 
violence against their own country 
men. 


Gasoline and horses are the mosi 


profitable to the smugglers. The for 
mer brings at least treble Its former 
price. Sound horses of any age fetch 
extraordinary prices from the Ger- 
mans, anything up to f BOO being paid 
for draft horses. 


All roads leading to the frontier are 


closed to traffic. Directly on the bor- 
der line at wide intervals stand single 
sentries with their loaded rifles resting 
beneath their arms. About 200 yards 
farther back is a second line of sent! 
nels and behind these some distance 
.in the rear are pickets of a dozen men, 
each with a noncommissioned officer 


The smugglers naturally keep to 


Bide paths or go across country. In 
case they should be seen by the pick 
•eU they are at once arrested and the! 
.loads confiscated. 


Often, Jiowever, at night they suc- 


ceed In passing through the gaps be- 
tween the pickets. Then their prog 
ress becomes more difficult and their 
presence is often discovered by thi 
forward lines of sentries, who fire 1 
the smugglers, as sometimes happens 
make a dash to reach the German 
lines. Occasionally the chase ia lively 
and gives rise to a rapid fusillade 
which in many cases proves fatal to 
the smugglers.

I talked, mingled most Interesting 
speculative reflections with amusing 
recollections of his life at the front 
After having explained to me the 
difference between percussion shells 
which explode on striking an obstacle 
and fuse sheila, which burst in the 
air at regulated distances, he con 
fessed to me while consulting a small 
calendar that he was much pleasec 
when shower baths were finally in 
stalled near his trench. They were

ments, he said. 


"And 
I assure you," he added, "they 


seemed very comfortable, as I had 
been exactly 202 days without un- 
dressing once, sleeping always in the 
same barn, In my same hole in the 
hay." 


Dares to Criticize the Famous 75. 
Suddenly he changed the subject. 


And as a variation from the usual 
French attitude, he actually criticized 
he famous 75-millimeter guns. 


"Much trouble has been taken for 


nothing," he said. "The 75 is a good 
cannon, but it was created too exclu- 
sively for direct Bring. In fact, in 
his war, where one has to hit men 
hidden behind obstacles, it is of little 
use. What is needed is a means of 
throwing projectiles which, after de- 
scribing a widely curved trajectory, 
will fall on the heads of the occupants 
of the trenches, without first striking 
he trench walls. 


"That is why we have bomb slln- 


gers, which do not carry farther than 
200 or 300 yards at most, and the how- 
tzers and mortar pieces, which must 
not be confused with the cannon. The 
cannon are long and narrow and al- 
most horizontal when firing. The 
howitzers, which flre at angles of 
more than 30 degrees, and the mortar 
pieces, which at even greater angles 
fire heavy projectiles loaded with 
mormous explosives intended to crush 
such things as cupolas of forts, are 
short and massive and stand almost' 
'ertically. 


Why Some Guns Are Short. 


"By the way, do you know the rea- 
on for the difference in the lengths 
if artillery pieces' For Instance, the 
05-millimeter Austrian howitzer, a 
•ery short gun, flres a greater charge 
if powder than the French marine 
gun of equal caliber, which is 12 
ards long?" 
I had never tried to find the reason 
f this difference. 


"And 
yet it is very simple," the 


leutenant said. "The marine gun is 
eetgned to fire the shell at its maxi- 
mum speed, so the combustion of the 
owder must be complete before the 
rojectile leaves the barrel. This re- 
uirea a fraction of a second, during 
•hich the shell covers exactly 12 
ards—the length of the piece. This 
ill give you an idea of how difficult 


is to make the exact calculations 


ecessary in the operating of these de- 
tractive machines. Thus, when the 
ombuetion is complete, the pressure 
eveloped by the gases is also mazl- 
_um. AS a long trajectory Is not re- 
nired of the howitzer and mortar 
lece, it is not necessary to have a 
arrel of this length, which is incon- 
enient. 


Surprise Ahead for Germans. 


The largest mortar,' as you know, 
the famous 42-centimeter. The 


uge guns of this caliber have all the 
ame drawback; they are difficult to 
andle. It is almost useless to think 
1 transporting them by anything but 


rail."And I may tell you, we have no 
onger any reason to envy the Ger- 
ans.

SCHOOLS OF COUNTY lOAYTONAMAYBEON 


SHOW IMPROVEMENT 


The following statement has Just 


been Issued from the office of county 
superintendent of public instruction: 


In May, 1913, there were enrolled 


in the eighth grade of 
20 graded 


schools in the county, 177 pupils; ol 
this number, 64 were successful In 
the final examinations and were pro- 
moted to the ninth grade, while 113 
were required to remain in the grade 


second year, or to do at least a 


part of the work over before receiv- 
ing a diploma. 


In 1915, there -were enrolled in the 


eighth grade of 18 graded schools in 
the county, 146 pupils; of this num- 
ber 134 passed creditable final exam- 
inations and last week received their 
diplomas from the grammar school, 
while 12 failed. 


The 
county 
superintendent 
at- 


tributes 
the improvement to two 


things. First of all he feels 
that 


Lhere has been a great improvement 
in the ability of teachers. Second, he 
feels that since 1913 
the 
require- 


ments of the sixth and seventh 
grades have been so closely followed 
that only a 
good 
foundation 
for 


eighth grade work could naturally fol- 
low, and as a result pupils admitted 
into the eighth grade have been well 
prepared for the work. 


The county superintendent feels 


much gratified over the results of the 
year's work, and again appeals to 
mothers and fathers to insist that 
pupils be well prepared before being 
allowed to advance into 
the 
next 


grade.

WAR DEPARTMENT 


NOT FAVORABLE TO 


REOPENING INLET 


From W. B. Ladue, major, corps of 


engineers, Jacksonville, comes the 
following 
announcement 
regarding 


the proposed inlet at Sebastian, St. 
Lucie county: 


"The petition presented to the sec- 


retary of war by certain citizens of 
St Lucle county and others, praying 
for permission to cut an inlet chan- 
nel to connect Indian river with the 
Atlantic ocean near the town of Se- 
bastian in St. Lucle county, Fla., to- 
gether with communications 
from 


parties favoring, and others opposing 
the plan, having been carefully con- 
sidered by the war department, I am 
directed by the chief of engineers, 
U. S. army, to advise that under 
date of May 10, 1815, the assistant 
secretary of war approved the recom- 
mendation of the chief of engineers in 
the matter, as follows: 


" 'This particular project has been 


carefully investigated by the district 
engineer officer, who finds that while 
U Is earnestly 
advocated 
by one 


portion of the community It Is as 
stroagly opposed by another portion. 
Both 
the 
support and opposition, 


however, are based on considerations 
other than those of navigation, and 
which do not particularly concern the 
department. The district oflloer I* of 
tk* opiate that the opening of the 
Wet CM have no beneficial effect on 


the channel of the Indian river, bu 
may prove decidedly 
harmful, and 


that if damage should occur there 
will be no ready means of undoing 
the work of repairing the injurlou1 


results. On this ground, which is suf 
ficient in itself, but strengthened by 
the opposition of a considerable por- 
tion of local business interests, he 
recommends that the application be 
definitely denied, and I concur In this 
recommendation. 


"All interested parties will there 


fore take notice that permit for the 
construction of the proposed inlet at 
this locality is denied by the war 
department', and that the construction 
of such an inlet, without permission 
of the war department, is unlawful."

Florida's New Liquor Law -^ 


The Davis liquor-regulation 
bill. 


which was passed by the upper and 
lower houses of the Florida legisla- 
ture, Thursday of this week, and now 
awaits Governor TrammeU's 
signa- 


ture, is a serious blow to the liquor 
interests of the state, and is gener- 
ally regarded by 
prohibitionists as 


the next best thing, to making the 
traffic wholly Illegal. 
A copy of the 


original Davis bill, which was adopted 
without amendment, follows: 


Section 1. That no intoxicating li- 


quors, wines or beer shall be sold, in 
counties where the sale of the same 
is allowed by law. In less quantities 
than one-half of a pint and no one 
shall sell any liquors, wines or beer 
that are not contained in secure! 
sealed receptacles. 
. Sec. 2. That no person who Is 
dealer in intoxicating liquors, wine 
or beer shall sell or furnish any in 
toxicating liquors, wines or beer i 
any quantity to an habitual drunkar 
personally known to him, of whos 
Intemperate habits such person ha 
been notified in writing 
protestin 


against the selling or furnishing o 
such intoxicating liquors, 
wines o 


beer, by the wife, father, mother 
brother or sister of such drunkard. 


Sec. 3. That no person who is 


dealer in intoxicating liquors, wine 
or beer, by himself or another, sha 
sell or cause to be sold or furnlshe 
or permit any person in his emplo 
to sell or furnish any minor, female 
or any person who is at the time in 
toxicated or drunk, intoxicating In 
uor, wine or beer, in any quantity. 


Sec 4. That it shall be unlawfu 


for any person keeping or carryin 
on, either by himself or another, 
place 
where 
intoxicating 
liquor; 


wines or beer are sold by retail c 
wholesale to employ a minor or £< 
male in his place of business. 


Sec. 5. That it shall be unlawfu 


for any person to sell intoxicatin 
liquors, wines or beer, between th 
hours of 7.00 o'clock p. m., and 7.0 
o clock a m. 


Sec. 6 That it shall be unlawfu 


for any person to sell intoxicatin 
liquors, wines or beer on Sunday, o 
on general, special or primary days 
either state, county or municipal. 


Sec 7. That no dealer in intoxicai 


ing liquors, wines or beer shall him 
self drink, consume or give away an 
intoxicating liquor, wine or beer, in 
any quantity on the premises wher 
such liquor, wine or beer is sold, no 
shall he permit or suffer any assist 
ant, servant, employe, purchaser o 
any person whomsoever to drink, con 
sume or give away any intoxicatin 
liquor, wine or beer on such premls 


nor shall he provide any othe 


premises with the intent to defeat the 
policy of this act. 


Sec. 8 That no gates, doors, win 


dows or openings of any kind shal 
connect the place of business of any 
dealer in intoxicating liquors, wines 
or beer with any house or lot so as 
to permit ingress into or egress out 
of such house or 
lot 
from or Into 


such place of business; that no blindi 
or screens, chairs, settees or benches 
or tables shall be set up or used in 
such place of business; that no music 
al, vaudeville or other 
attractions 


shall be permitted in such place of 
business; that no game or 
games 


shall be permitted to be carried on 
n such place of business, nor shall 
my loitering be allowed therein; that 
no obscene or sensuous picture 
or 


itatuary shall be displayed 
in any 


uch place of business; that through- 


this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon 
conviction 


thereof, his license shall be forfeited 
and he shall be fined not more than 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) o 
Imprisoned in the county Jail not ex 
ceeding twelve (12) months. 


Sec. 14. That this act is not in 


tended to repeal any existing law in 
reference to the sale of intoxicatin 
liquors, wines or beer, unless In con 
filet herewith, but chapter 6516 of th 
laws of 1913 and all other laws In 
conflict herewith, are hereby repeal 
ed.

quors are sold or kept for sale. 
Sec. 11. That intoxicating llquon, 
Ines or beer shall not be sold or ex- 
losed for sale in any room of any 
ulUMng the floor of which room shall 
lie more than three feet above or be- 


w the sidewalk immediately In front 
f (ruch room, or in the absence of 
uch sidewalk, the floor of such room

as to the passing of the $42,000 bond 
issue for a new ocfccol 
building, 


which is to come before the voers 
of the New Smyrna dlstr ct June 16, 
but occasionally one hears some one 
say, "Where are we going to ge*. 
the money to build a new school 
building, even W we do vote toads?" 


Because we have recently lo'ed 


a $63,000 bond Isste for water and 
sewers they see themselves ruined 
financially, unable to pay their taxes 
and being forced to part wlh ther 
property. 
They think becavse we 


have issued bonds for one pub'lc 
improvement another one should not 
be undertaken for the next hunted 
years or more.

because New Smyrna has 


been one of the very f«w towns of
